imitations of American, English and 
French wares, some so cleverly made 
U is-difficult to delect them, but 
others of an almost ludicrous clumsi- 
ness.

A purchaser who Roes into a tobac- 


co shop and a,sks for a standard Eng- 
lish or American cigarette probably 
will be handed a package with a la- 
bel closely resembling the trade mart 
of the orizinal. The price will be 
much less and frequently pleased with 
the' bargain,, the customer puts the 
box Ln his pocket without closely ei-. 
amininK it. Later he discovers that be 
has a German cigarette. The few im- 
ported to'baccos j>n sale are very ex- 
pensive and those .v»hicli have, not" 
ben smugsle-d in 'bear the import tax 
strimp. 
Street venders of tobaccos, candies 


and other articles display imported 
to'baccos and .German imitations side 
by side, so that eventually puren:is-. 
ers learn the difference and. become 
wary, although the German tobaccos 
are not inferior 
to some 
imported 


brands. • 


Jn some of the high-class restaur- 


ants only imitation 
cigarettes are 


sold. 


The drag stores are perhaps the 


chief dispensers of the German imita- 
tions. Imported toilet: articles, 
and 


particularly 
soap, 
shaving

tooth paste, and face lotions are -very 
scarce, but all the well-known Am- 
erican brands, have been imitated. 


' Trade mnrk imitators 
have dis- 


played their best work in the. saloons, 
where whiskey bottles bear the labels 
of well-known English manufactur- 
ers. But either the'signature or tho 
brand or a word in the name, is in-, 
verted, or the trade mark slightly dis- 
torted. The bottles have been filled 
wit.h German-made whiskeys, often 
white but sometimes colored 'and the 
substance recks of grain alcohol. The 
effect of the drink is about the same 
us that of the Kentucky, 
.Georgia 


and West Virginia "moonshine." 


French liquors and imported gins, 


are" virtually never sold. 


The German inventive talent has
